,15-year-old 
High School 


Student Unmoved as He 


Re-enacts Shooting 


Chicago —(.8*)— The 
problem of 


what to do with a 15-year-old high 
school boy who slew a policeman 
and then reenacted the killing, ap- 
parently without emotion, confront- 
ed Chicago authorities today. 


Verner Corry, whose mother, Mrs. 


Adeline Jones Corry, has been an 
art teacher in Chicago public schools 
lor twenty years, was the boy. Pa- 
trolman Edward Smith was his vic- 
tim. He shot Smith to death Satur- 
day with an automatic pistol when 
the policeman 
ordered him, his 


brother Carl, 13, and Schus'ler Pear- 
son, 15, from the swimming pool of 
the John Marshall high school. 


Judge Mary Bartelme of the Ju- 


venile court, said discretion rested 
with the state's attorney, as to 
•whether the boy should face a jury 
in criminal court or come before her. 
She added that there had been in- 
stances in Cook-co of boys under 17 
being tried for murder in the crimi- 
nal court and also in the juvenile 
court, but that none had ever been 
executed. 


Toung Corry, who but recently 


got his first pair of long trousers, 
Iffl officers to the swimming pool 
jesterday to re-enact for them the 
killing. He was accompanied 
by 


his youthful companions, who also 
appeared to be unemotional. 


Describes Shooting 
"While the police was about 15 


feet away I picked up the gun .from 
my clothes on the bench here and 
said 'stick 'em up'," the boy said. 
He- came up closer and stepped be- 
hind a pole. I saw him move Ms 
hand toward his own gun. I walked- 
toward the pillar and fired 
two 
shots. 
He fired one and hit the 


second fmger 
of my right hand. 


Then we all picked up our clothes 
and ran." 


The youth told the police he had 


broken 
into the 
John 
Marshall 


school on previous occasions to -swim 
cr loot, and confessed he had stolen 
the pistol from a desk in ' the 
school's gymnasium. 
He is a stu- 


dent to another high school. His 
parent and his teacher said ' they 
found his act incomprehensible. 


Police Sergeant Garrett Fleming, 


who questioned the boy, blamed "the 
popular misconception about the ro- 
mance supposed to surround gang- 
sters." 


"My heavens, boy, aren't you sor- 


ry for the -widow and child of the 
officer you killed?" 
"Well," Verner replied, 
after a 


moment's hesitation, "I guess I am 
sorry. Yes, I'm sorry." 


Fleming said he was seeking a 


hardware dealer who sold ammuni- 
tion to the boy. The latter told po- 
lice he frequently practiced shoot- 
ing at a target in the basement of 
the John Marshall school.

waves, radio -waves so short that 
they approximate the . haractens- 
tics of light, are being put to work 
by American scientists. 


To do the job, engineers have de- 


signed, equipment for both trans- 
mitter and receiver that approaches 
closer to the vast pocket idea of 
radio than anything heretofore at- 
tempted. Even the antenna, if need 
be, could be squeezed into a. man's 
silk hat. 


The waves can be measxired only 


in centimeters or inches. The, ac- 
tual wavelength is 65 centimeters 
or 25.70 inches 


In a demonstration in the field 


laboratories of K. C. A. Communica- 
tions, Inc., here, with the transmit- 
ter located at Rocky Point, 16 miles 
away, music and voice were heard 
distinctly over a. loud-speaker jam- 
med 
amidst a 
lot of apparatus 


which has been employed in these 
and other short wave experiments 


The tests are somewhat similar to 


those made 
in. Europe, where 18 


centimeter waves have been investi- 
gated, except that space a little 
higher in the wave bands is being 
used. 


Under the guidance of !N. E. Lin- 


denblad, former associate of Dr. E. 
P. "W. Alexanderson of Schnectady, 
N. T., two young- assistants have 
been hard at work for many days 
For the demonstration, Lmdenblad 
was at the transmitter, with Ralph 
George and. O. B. Dowe at the re- 
ceiver. 


Engineers liken the characteristics 


of these waves to light not only be- 
cause their frequently range is near 
that end of the spectrum, but be- 
cause they have the apparent pecu- 
liarity of traveling only as far the 
average human eye can distinguish 
objects. The similarity to light also 
has been encountered in the action 
of the electrons of the transmitting 
tubes. They were found to be too 
slow and had to be speeded up. 


At present the range is believed, 


to be no greater thai, the distance 
a man can see from the top of a.

Rocky Point, 
consisting of small, loops of wire, 
were mounted on a board only four 
feet square, with plenty of room to 
spare.

Sockets of the tubes and every non- 
essental part had to be cast aside to 
eliminate stray capacity effects that 
might bring the wavelength con- 
siderably above that desired.

plants raised by himself will be trans- 
planted Monday by Phil Bixby, pres- 
ident of the Appleton Cabbage Grow- 
ers' association. The plants are large 
thrifty and free from maggots and 
diseases. As the rain this week mois- 
tened the ground in his field to the 
depth of eight inches he selected a 
favorable time to transplant his first 
lot. 


Radishes planted in rows between 


his rows of cabbage in the beds prob- 
ably saved his plants from a maggot 
fly attack. The writer pulled up the 
radishes here and there in his cab- 
bage bed that were loaded with large 
well fed maggots but found no mag- 
gots on his cabbage plants. The ex- 
planation of the rescue is that the 
radishes growing much more rapidly 
than the cabbage plants, flag the 
flies and keep them, away from the 
small cabbage plants. Flies, in a sort 
of a hop-and-jump procession follow 
the radish rows and deposit eggs 
about the plants on the surface. Mr. 
Bixby spotted a single fly and saw 
it light at the base of a doze i plants 
before he lost track of it.

er for More Rapid and 
Better Planting

Shiocton—- E. A. Knoke, termed, 


the cabbage king of "Wisconsin, is 
planting corn and preparing a fiel_ 
for raising cucumbers and is using 
the latest kind of machinery devised 
for those purpose. Starting late one 
afternoon with his new corn plant- 
er, and finishing the next afternoon, 
Mr. Knoke said that he planted 55 
acres of corn and soybeans and fer- 
tilized the rows at the time of plant- 
ing. The planter moves with a trac- 
tor, plants three rows of corn at. a 
time and moves very rapidly. 


Thursday afternoon, in the prep- 
aration of a small field for the plant- 
ing of cucumbers, Mr. Knoke, hitched 
two large shovel plows,! eight 
feet 


apart, to his three row corn planter 
and with a man holding the handles 
of each plow, plowed furrows about a 
foot deep, two at a time, eight feet 
apart across the cucumber field. He 
expects to fill these furrows with 
barnyard manure, cover the manure 
with soil to about the level of the 
ground and to plant his cucumbers 
above the manure. In this way, Mr. 
Knoke will prepare the ground for 
planting 50 acres of cucumbers this 
spring. He expects to put up the 50 
acres of cucumbers and 10 acres of 
canning beans in the plant on his 
farm this summer and fall.

BUTTER FAT? 


"When liuttcrfat from two farms is sold in the same market 


for the same price with the cost of production on one farm less 
than Hint on the other farm, the one makes a larger profit 
than the other. Even with prices of bntterfat lower than nor- 
mal one fanner may make a profit while the other suffers » 
loss. On the second funtn the cost of production must be fur- 
ther reduced. Many of us are producing a product at a cost 
higher than the selling prlre and, in some Instances, we are 
not aware of it. 


Whrn wo recall the past, analyze the present and attempt to 


forecast the future. It looka an though costs of production will 
have to ho reduced In order to meet lower prices which arc 
likely to continue. 


In order to find out -whether the costs of producing butter- 


fat are high or low, -we need to keep record of the different 
items of expense on the dairy herd. Very little has been done 


' to determine the reasons for high or low butterfat production 
costs. 


Jt is not sufficient to know only feed costs to determine 


profits In the dairy business; feed may represent only little less 
than half the total costs. The many other items of expense need 
a most thorough analysis to determine ways of lotrrrtnjc costs. 
Th? Items of cost in prodnclns butterfat are feed, beddlnjr, use 
of buildings ami equipment-, m«n labor, horse labor, «rt« and 
trnck miles, cow costi, bull costs, interest on Investment, and 
miscellaneous costs.
